Its object is simply the 
retention of power at any cost to the 
And to accomplish that object, 
anything will be done, no matter how un- 
scrupulous, por bow utterly repugnant it 
may be tothe spirit of true Republican- 
It is, therefore, proper to look ad 
visedly upon objects before us, and a word 
of caution may not be out of place. 

There are some measures which may 
come betore the Legislature of Kentucky 


| requiring the exercise of wise forethought 


and careful prudence so to shape them 
that good alone may come therefrom. 


| Unquestionably the Commonwealth of 


Kentucky will study its own interests and 
will devise its own legislation irrespective 
ot the wishes of a Radical Congress. As 
Gov. Bright truly and manfully express- 
ed it the other day, there are issues which 


must be met, and it is not the part for 


Kentuckians to play if any cringing is to 
be done. Others may “crook the pregnant 
hinges of the knee,” but it is not the prov- 


_ ince of our Legislature to do so. We call 
ourselves freemen, and we have not yet 


succumbed to the will of a master. We 
yet have volition, and in this good old 
State there is a determination to assert 
every right which still belongs to us— 
every right which has not been surrendered 
lawfully to the Federal Government. We 
do not propose violence. We do not as- 
sert the necessity of revolution.

Gen. Halleck on Civil Raile. 


The report ot Gen. Halleck to the Gen. 
eral of the Army contains a great dea) of 
material of interest ela tive to the situation, 
civil and martial, ig what is known as the 
“Military Division of the South.” The di- 
vision is composed of the departments of 
the Cumberland, of Louisiana, of Missis- 
sippi, and of the South, embracing the 
States of Kentucky, West Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, Georgia, Florida, South Carolina, 
North Carohma, Alsbama, Arkansas, Lou- 
isiana and Mississippi. Gen. Halleck ex- 
presses himself trankly upon the political 
condition of the South, and his remarks 
upon the State of affairs in Georgia are as 
conservative as they are candid. He says 
that, soon after he assumed command, he 
had an interview with Gen. Terry, com- 
manding at Atlanta, when Gen. Terry rec- 
ommended the annulment of all military 
orders recognizing Georgia as a State in 
the Union, urging at the same time the 
authority of a district commander to 
try citizens by commission or court-mar- 
tial. Gen. Halleck not concurring in this 
ultra view of the case, Gen. Terry submit- 
an elaborate argument in writing, 
which was forwarded to Washington with 
an unfavorable endorsement, Of Gen. 
Terry's report Gen. Halleck says: “I can- 
not speak as advisedly asi might. It wu 
not easy at the present time to determine 
the extent and character of the alleged 
disorders; but official investigations have 
generally proven such reports to be either 
unfounded or greatly exaggerated,” which 
every truthful man knows very well. 

Gen. Halleck’s “general remarks” are 
altogether liberal and sensible, free at once 
ot party coloring and official display. He 
discountenances the interference of officers 
and soldiers in civil affairs under the pre. 
tense of “enforcing the laws.” This, be 
thinks, is of doubttul benefit to peace and 
good order. Of crime and outlawry ia 
the South he speaks as follows: 


After acareful examination of all the evidence 
I bave been able to collect from official reports 
and the statements of officers — citizens, un- 
vlased by partisan Wenng⸗, 1 am forced to the 
conclusion that the amount of crime committed 
in the several Mates of the division ts very littie 
greater than rebeilion, and certainly 
no greater than Was reasonably to be expecied 
at the close of an embittered and prolon zed civil 
war, when lurge numbers of lawless and desper- 
ate charecters, both at the North and tn the 
South, were tur loose upon society without 
any legitimate means of support. Certain dis- 
tricts of country may, and probably do, form ex- 
ceptions to this general remark; bat even of 
these exceptional cases very few heave any parti- 
san character or political s luca nce how 
who murderand rob do 80 a as murderers 
and robbers, influenced by the motives which or- 
dinarily incite men to ah thege crimes. One 
of the worst desperadoes in Kentucky served in 
the Union army during the war; but be aad his 
band now rob and murder rebels and loyaliew 
alike, as may best sult their purposes, at One time 
claiming to be Kuklux, aod at another to ve aati- 
Kuklux. Although toere may be special organi- 
zetions of outlaws in particular localities duder 
the name of Kuklax, I am of the optnion that no 
such general orgenizaiion now exists to the 
Southern States. It i probable, however, that 
outlaws Dot unfreguently assume (his Dame in 
order to intimidate the weak and credulous, es 
pecialiy when calculated to increase their own 
importance. 


This is certainly a just view of the situ- 
ation and will commend itself to the re- 
spect of every reader who has any kuowl- 
edge of the state of affairs. It might be 
added of General Halleck himselt, that, 
holding aloof from all political associa- 
tion, and disebarging his official duties in 
the most rigid and soldierly manner, he 
is highly esteemed in his social relations 
wherever heis known. No one pretends 
to question his Unioniaga, or that ot any 
officer, soldier or citizen.
